^imOQPING  COUG-H  AND  MEASLES. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles^  the  majority  of  cases  occuring 
in  the  age  group  5-9  years  during  the  2nd  quarter  of  1953.  The 
cases  were  of  a mild  type  there  were  no  deaths.  The  number  of 
v/hooping  cough  cases  showed  an  increase  from  last  year.  No  deaths 
were  recorded. 

ACUTE  POLIORTfELITIS. 

1 case  was  notified  during  the  year  the  evidence  pointing  to  the 
infection  having  been  contracted  av/ay  from  home.  There  was  no 
ensuing  paralysis  the  patient  making  a good  recovery. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION. 

During  the  year  267  children^  the  same  as  in  1952  v/ere 
immunized;  196  in  the  0-4  group  and  11  in  the  5 - 14  age  group. 

The  number  immunized  by  medical  practitioners  are  included.  The 
majority  of  children  immunized  are  done  in  their  first  year.  In  the 
period  1940  - 1953?  2925  children  have  been  protected.  Reinforcing 
doses  were  given  to  children  previously  immunized  during  infancy. 
There  have  been  very  many  more  children  given  these  reinforcing  doses 
this  year,  417  as  against  266  in  1952.  These  figures  include 
injections  given  by  medical  practitioners.
